W ASHINCTON. 


W a s h in g t o n , D oc, 28. 
The 
Third Assistant Postmaster 
General has just completed a syste­ 
matic and careful examination or pos­ 
tal matters, and thinks that the report 
submitted to Congress for postal appro­ 
priation for service during the ensuing 
year is final, and has arrived at the 
conclusion that a reduction in the sums 
asked for cannot safely be made. The 
Postmaster-General will submit 
to 
Congress a list of places and estimates 
for the improvment of Postofiice De­ 
partment buildiags, together with the 
recommendation tnat an appropria­ 
tion be made of buildings. 
Only three witnesses have thus far 
been examined by the Senate Com­ 
m ittee on Judiciary in connection 
with the nomination of Mr. W illiams 
as Chief Justice, nam ely: Assistant 
Attorney General H ill, A. J. Falls, 
Chief C’lerk of the Department of 
Justice, and Representative N esm ith, 
of Oregon. Mr. Nesmith was exam­ 
ined with reference to adverse tele­ 
graphic messages from that State. 
The opinion among the Senators in 
regard to the ultimate confirmation of 
the nomination is conflicting. 
Some 
being of the opinion that it will die 
out in the committee, and others en­ 
tertaining hopes of confirmation. 
The enormous expense attending tha 
Modoc war has in all probability not 
yet ended. The settlers in Northern 
California are urging their Congress­ 
ional Representatives to have the gov­ 
ernment reimburse them for losses by 
Indians. 
Should the bills introduced 
in both Senate and House providing 
for claims pass, it will be taken as evi­ 
dence that Congress is disposed to 
make appropriation for damuges sus­ 
tained by such depredations.

Ship •■<! Rail 


Tlie Express having constituted itself 
the especial champion of the Lighter­ 
age monopoly, we hope it will pardon 
us for asking a few pertinent questions, 
iu its issue of the 27th, the Express 
dictatoriftlly asserts that “the trade of 
Los Angeles must continue to be serv­ 
ed as it is until the Breakwater has 
completed its Work and a channel has 
been cut through the bar; or it must 
be served by a class of steamers of 
light draft, which, by taking advan­ 
tage of the tides, caneóme direct to 
the railroad,’' and adds that “we 
should do all in our power to hurry up 
the time when the breakwater will he 
finished and a channel cut through the 
bar.” 
, 
It seems to be generally admitted 
that if the bar were out of the way, 
vessels could come to the point of Rat­ 
tlesnake Island, and would then find 
sufficient depth and extent of water. 
A careful examination of the chart of 
fian Pedro bay, shows that after leav­ 
ing this point the water shoals, and 
that the channel thence to Wilming­ 
ton soon becomes narrow, tortuous, and 
shallow. The depth of water in the 
last mile of this channel varies at low 
tide from seven feet to nothing. These 
are facts known to everybody, “ and 
no amount of newspaper gasconade” 
can alter them. Now’, supposing the 
breakwater finished, and the bar re­ 
moved, how are ship and rail brought 
together? What has been done to 
widen and deepen this channel, so that 
ordinary sea-going vessels can at all 
times come to the whaif at Wilming­ 
ton, and what is likely to be done? 
What is the Express doing, and what 
has it been doing to hasten the com­ 
pletion of the breakwater, and what is 
the probability of securing from Con­ 
gress the large amount necessary to 
open a channel to Wilmington ? We 
don't want any “ newspaper gascon­ 
ade,” but a plain categorical answer. 


Wool Crewsr1* Convention. 


On Thursday, January 15th, the 
Wool-growqfs of Southern California, 
will meet in convention iu this city, 
for the purpose of discussing the vari­ 
ous questions bearing upon their in­ 
terests, and promoting this important 
Industry. 
In the five counties comprising the 
district known as Southern California, 
as shown by the Assessor's books, 
there are over 900,000 sheep, distributed 
as follows: 
Han Diego........................................ 52,615 
Han Bernardino..............................49,297 
Los Angeles...................................478,700 
Ventura............................................ 88,508 
Santa Barbara..,............................231,773 


Total................................................901,193 
From these sheep over 3,000,000,000 
pounds of wool were marketed in 1873, 
making it the most important export, 
probably, ofthis section of the State. 


The Poll Tax. 


Superintendent McFadden calls at­ 
tention in a letter which we print in 
another column, to a failure to collect 
the poll tax. We learn that since the 
date* of his communication, several 
hundred persons have paid their tax, 
bringing up the amount to the usual 
figure, and the Treasurer expects that 
considerable collections will yet be 
made. Though the amount realized 
from this tax might by extra diligence 
be considerably increased, yet under 
existing regulations it is impossible to 
come very near-securing the whole 
amount due. 
We have a large floating 
population, here to-day and gone to­ 
morrow. Their names get on the regis­ 
ter, but by tax-paying time, they are 
elsewhere. Then again there are a great 
many, from whom it is impossible to 
collect any tax. The law only pro­ 
vides for the sale of property by the of­ 
ficers, and if the individual who owes 
the tax has no property, that is the 
end of the matter. There are probably 
six hundred men in this city alone, 
from whom it would be useless to at­ 
tempt the collection of the tax, and all 
over the county this class is numerous

S?.n Gabriel Orange Grove Association. 
Considerable inquiry having been 
made about this Association, Its ob­ 
jects and aims, we have been at the 
pains to ascertain from Mr. Crofts, the 
Vice President and Trustee of the cor­ 
poration such facts as might be of in­ 
terest to the numerous readers of the 
H erald. 
We are informed by this gentleman 
that in its first inception, it was a col­ 
onization scheme, entered into hy 
about thirty families in and near In- 
dianopolis, by which they hoped to se­ 
cure homes for themselves in South­ 
ern California. Mr. Crofts as agent 
was dispatched to this State, intend­ 
ing to go to San Bernardino county, 
but stopping in our city to rest u day 
or two, he was charmed by tlie ap­ 
pearance of the country and resolved 
to go no further. After selecting the 
site for the colony, the design was in­ 
terfered with by the panic in the East, 
and a number of those interested were 
obliged to withdraw. The parties on 
the ground determined not to be de­ 
feated, proceeded to organize an Asso­ 
ciation under the General law of this 
State for the purpose, securing the 
necessary land and improving it. Oth­ 
ers were invited to join them, and in a 
very brief period the entire number of 
families were secured, and the organi­ 
zation was perfected. 
The capital stock.of the Association 
was placed at $25,000, divided into one 
hundred shares of $250 each. The offi­ 
cers are, Benjamin N. Eaton, Presi­ 
dent; Thomas F. Croft, Vice-President; 
I). M. Berry, Secretary; and W. T. 
Clapp, Treasurer. Its object is to se­ 
cure homes for its members, and* to 
carry out that object a purchase lias 
been made of 3,933 acres of the Sail 
Pascual Rancho, lying along the east 
side of, and adjoining the Arroyo Seco. 
The land was nought of Dr. J. S. Grif­ 
fin for the sum of $25,000, and with it 
was secured ample supply of water for 
irrigating purposes. It is the intention 
of the company to construct the neces­ 
sary ditches to carry the water to the 
land, the estimated cost of which work 
will be about $10,000. This sum will 
be raised by an assessment on the 
shares. About 60,000 White Malaga 
grape cuttings and some 20,000 of the 
Flaming Tokay, have been purchased 
by the Association for the use of its 
members. They also expect to start 
such orange, lemon, ana other fruit 
trees, from the seed, as may he needed 
for the purposes of the Association, 
believing that they can come nearer 
getting what they want, and that the 
cost will not be so great. The original 
object only being to co-operate in se­ 
curing homes, the Association did 
not expect to have any land to sell, 
but succeeding in getting a much 
larger tract than they expected, it is 
probable they will after a time dispose 
of a portion of the tract. It is their 
intention, however, to first bring the 
water on the land, and the remaining 
lots will then he disposed of to the 
present members, or to actual settlers 
who wish to join the settlement. 
They have secured a very tlno tract 
of land at moderate figures, and are 
going to work in the right way to se­ 
cure comfortable homes. The move­ 
ment will result In bringing to our 
county a large number of cultivated 
families, who in our genial climate 
will build up for themselves elegant 
homes and add largely to our product­ 
ive force, while at the samo time they 
will prove a valuable addition To so­ 
ciety. On the part of our citizens we 
tender a hearty welcome to this band 
of industrious and enterprising immi­ 
grants, and hope their success will be 
all they can hope or wish for.

The Poll Tax. 
A n a h e im , Dec. 26, 1873. 
E d . H e r a l d : L os Angeles county 
annually polls about three thousand 
five hundred votes. Every voter is ex­ 
pected to pay a poll tax, and I believe 
others are subject, but allowing only 
thirty-five hundred to pay, that would 
give seven thousand dollars; but as 
the “great register” contains over four 
thousand names eight thousand dol­ 
lars would be nearer correct. The poll 
tax according to one of the provisions 
of the Code, is given to the school 
fund, and if it were all collected it 
would make quite an addition to the 
funds. In Los Angeles city it would 
make about $2,800, but for some un­ 
accountable reason less than $4,000 
was reported last year from the whole 
county, and the prospects for a larger 
amount this year are not flattering. 
It is the duty of the Assessor and his 
deputies to collect the poll tax. Why 
is less than one-half collected? Four 
thousand dollars is too great an item 
to be lost; it is equal to 68 cents to 
each census child, or to Los Angeles 
city about $1,400. As the taxes are 
not all collected yet, it may not be too 
Iqte to remedy this important matter. 
School officers and others expect about 
$1 to each census child from the poll tax 
but when it is not apportioned they 
blame the Superintendent. He can­ 
not apportion it if not collected, and if 
not collected somebody is to blame.

CHICAGO.

C h ic a g o , Dec. 29. 
A Washington special says that At­ 
torney General Williams has received 
several dispatches from Oregon in re­ 
lation to the alleged removal of Dis­ 
trict Attorney Gibbs, for improper 
reasons. The fact appears to be that 
Anthony Mallory has been notified of 
his appointment in the place of Gibbs, 
but the latter has been retained In of­ 
fice especially to try cases of which 
commencement had been made. These 
trials have taken place the present 
month. The last were disposed of the 
past week. Under date of December 
24, Williams received a dispatch from 
Portland, saying that In two of the 
cases that have been tried, the defend­ 
ants have been acquitted, and the 
same result is expected in other cases, 
no foundation existing for the suits, 
and they were lost by want of evi­ 
dence.
